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In  the  present  Folio  appear  the  first  programs  in  a  new  and  unique  series,  His- 
toric Men  and  Issues.  Designed  to  provide  background  and  perspective  to  the  contro- 
versies of  the  present  day,  Historic  Men  and  Issues  will  recreate  something  of  the 
excitement  and  immediacy  of  past  controversies  and  the  men  who  took  part  in  them, 
while  underlining  (but  not  too  obtrusively)  the  relevance  of  the  situation  and  viewpoint 
to  the  problems  of  contemporary  man.  The  series  will  cover  most  controversies  of  general 
interest  since  the  time  of  the  French  Revolution. 

Unlike  many  programs  of  this  kind  in  which  the  past  is  refashioned  and  twisted  to 
suit  the  tastes  of  the  present,  the  new  series  will  concentrate  almost  entirely  on  the 
actual  words  of  the  persons  involved  and  will  permit  them  to  speak  at  such  length  that 
the  listener  will  obtain  a  fair  picture  of  what  they  actually  upheld,  as  well  as  the  style 
and  method  of  their  argument. 

The  first  program,  "The  Conservative  View  of  Society,"  presents  the  views  of  Ed- 
mund Burke  on  the  threat  to  established  society  and  government  by  the  French  Revo- 
lution. The  second  program  offers  a  very  different  way  of  viewing  social  change  and 
experiment  in  the  First  Inaugural  Address  of  Jefferson.  Representatives  of  other  points 
of  view,  from  whom  selections  will  be  presented  in  future  programs  include  Andrew 
Jackson  ("The  Expanding  Democratic  View"),  John  C.  Calhoun  ("The  Southern  Aris- 
tocrat's View"),  William  Lloyd  Garrison  ("The  Abolitionist  View"),  Frederick  Douglass 
("The  Negro's  View"),  and  many  others. 

The  designer  of  the  program,  Byron  Bryant,  was  one  of  KPFA's  earliest  commen- 
tators and  is  now  Assistant  to  the  Program  Director.  He  has  taught  at  Stanford  (from 
which  he  holds  a  doctorate  in  English),  Montana  State  University,  and  St.  Mary's  Col- 
lege. A  contributor  to  many  newspapers  and  magazines,  he  is  also  one  of  the  editors  of 
New  Editions,  a  paperback  reprint  magazine  of  which  the  first  number  will  appear  next 
month. 

The  series,  produced  in  the  KPFA  studios  by  Mr.  Bryant  and  Charles  Levy,  will 
feature  many  KPFA  staff  members  as  readers  of  the  various  speeches  and  articles.  The 
introductory  part  of  each  program  will  be  read  by  Virginia  Maynard.
